My oldest son Drew(AB5DX) came home with my late Christmas present today.. 


He came in the door with what looked like ski poles..Guess they could be 
used for that! 

Opened them up and noticed that they extended....Perfect! 

Turns out he bought me 2- 15' golf ball retrievers from Wal Wart. Ah, he did 
listen! 


Stats on the poles: Cost 9 bux ea. 


5 section aluminum pole collapsed length of 43" 

Each section about 3' long 

Total length telescoped is 15' 

Tapers from about 7/8" to about3/8 

Sections each individually lock so you can adjust the length of each section 
Checked with ohm meter from section to section and good continuity.Like I 
said, the sections lock. 


Plan A: One could make a portable, adjustable, rotatable dipole very easy. 
Plan B: Take the two poles and make a phased vertical. 


Plan C: Just use one pole for a portable vertical. In it's present form the 
pole is just a bit shy for resonance on 14 mhz, but only shy about 1.5'. A 
top hat on the very end takes care of that problem. Place a few radials(the 
more the better) under this pole, feed it with 300 ohm twinlead and you have 
a nice portable vertical. 


Plan D: Drive a big aluminum nail in the thicker end and use it as a ski 
pole :)

I don't believe so, although some commercial operation may ultimately pick 
up on it. 


Phase-shift keying has been in use for decades, as are variation of the 
"varicode" concept of using shorter coding sequences for more common letters 
in any particular human language. 


PSK-31 was optimized for keyboard-to-keyboard communications, not a very 
common-mode in commercial services. Most commercial digital communications 
is done much faster than PSK-31, often using multitone encoding, spread 
spectrum or other techniques not permitted on HF by present amateur rules.

So, 
dont haul it to Wal Wart yet. These poles may make good support poles for a 
wire antenna, but for a vertical...still experimenting, but will advise what 
I come up with. 


I will try to take first and second section apart and see if I can't file it 
for a good connection...

Well, spent the day rearranging the shack (always a dangerous practice) and 
been working on getting my LOGic logging program to talk to the rig 
(settled on the TS140S since the K2 is kind of open for some

Then I discovered 
the little ball bearing in the TS140S tuning knob was loose and rattling 
around inside the know. Took it apart and fixed it. Had to readjust a 
couple of my paddles and started sorting several hundred qsls that I 
haven't filed yet (yes, I've returned them all). Think I must have lost my 
mind - the shack was in total disarray all day and got it all sorted out 
about 30 minutes before 0200z. 


GAP Titan is sitting up 5 feet off the backyard lawn stuck in a patio table 
like an umbrella with 3 rope guys to keep it from toppling over. When I 
put it up yesterday the WX was great, clear and no wind.

takes on the force of law and they have an action that can be taken to 
court. And usually win.

know of no legal way to circumvent CC&Rs once they attach themselves 


to a property. They are just like the property lines on the ground - 
part of the deal. 


I 


suppose that one could somehow get all the property owners involved 


together and get some sort of legal instrument developed that would 
modify the CC&Rs and/or replace them, but I have not heard of that being 
done. 


In my case, one developer started the area I live in and wrote very 
stringent covenants. Before the land was fully developed, he sold to 
another developer who had some sense and who effectively cancelled the 
original covenants and replaced them with sensible covenants. Those who 
settled here first are stuck with the original ones on their deeds, 
while those of us who came later are not. I suspect that it would be a 
trivial matter to have those deeds "adjusted" to reflect the current 
covenants, but again I do not know what the law is.

Hi Barry. 

The first thing to do is study the schematic and use some reasoning. 
i.e., The rig works everywhere else on TX and RX so it can't be anything 
too serious. 

You said that the HW-9 is not transmitting... Is it receiving on 40m ? 


If it is also not receiving on 40m then you want to check around the HFO 
of the Oscillator circuit board. (Top of the rig.) 
This circuit affects both RX and TX. 


Check that the HFO crystal is oscillating (21.830 MHz). You can try 
tuning L125. 

Also check the tuning of the bandpass filters for the 40m section on 
that same board (L103 & L104). The tuning is critically sharp and you 
have to have both tuned to the right spot for optimum output of the HFO. 


I recently had a similar problem with an HW-9 that I picked up and it 
turned out to be a bad crystal. 


If it is receiving on 40m but just not transmitting, you want to 
concentrate on the 40m TX bandpass filters on the T/R circuit board. 
This circuit affects TX only. 

Try adjusting L403 and L404. Again, the tuning of these is sharp and you 
have to have them both in the right spot for optimum performance. 
Failing this, I would suspect a bad contact on the main band select 
switch. 

Use your ohm meter to chack for proper continuity where direct contact 
should be seen when 40m is selected. 

Check for continuity through the output BPF and look for possible shorts 
to ground. 


Hopefully, you have a schematic and can follow my suggestions. 
Let me Know more details as you start looking into it.

How to tuneup an antenna tuner is a very good question. First, the 
purpose of an antenna tuner is to match the output of your 50 ohm 
transmitter to the impedance of your antenna. For the most efficient 
transfer of power from your transmitter to your antenna, your transmitter 
needs to see 50 ohms. The antenna tuner is what makes your antenna 

"look like" 50 ohms. And every antenna has a different impedance. 

For example, an ideal tuned dipole is around 70 ohms. 

An untuned antenna will be much higher, hundreds of ohms, perhaps. 

A vertical antenna is less than 50 ohms, often in the 15-35 ohm range. 


Your "almost dipole" I assume means it is a bit "short" of being a 
half wavelength. SHORT antennas need INDUCTANCE to make it appear 
longer, while LONG antennas need CAPACITANCE to make it appear shorter. 
So you will probably need a little inductance ... which your antenna 
tuner will provide through the INDUCTANCE control. 


> What's the tuning procedure? I'm looking for Step 1,2,3. 
> The tuners I've looked at have three knobs; Transmitter - Inductor - 
> Antenna and some switches. 


Most antenna tuners are some form of tuned circuit, often a "pi" network, 
with a variable capacitance from the transmitter output to ground (the 
TRANSMITTER control), a variable inductance (the INDUCTOR control) and 
another variable capacitor from the inductor/antenna output to ground 
(the ANTENNA control). Usually the procedure is to find the proper 
inductance required, then tuning the two variable capacitors to set the 
proper impedance seen by the transmitter. 


Here is my recommended 1,2,3 steps. (well, 1,2,3,4) 


1. Put TRANSMITTER and ANTENNA controls to midway (12:00 position) and 
the INDUCTANCE control at minimum inductance (usually the lowest 
letter or number, such as "A" or "1"). 

2. Tune your transceiver to find a station near the frequency you wish 
to operate. Listen to the station for loudness, and move the 
INDUCTANCE control to different settings to find the spot where the 
received station has the strongest signal strength. This is likely 
the proper inductance needed by your tuner. 

3. Tune your TRANMIT and ANTENNA controls for the strongest signal 
strength. 

4. Now transmit, keydown, and monitor your SWR meter, tuning again the 
TRANSMIT and ANTENNA controls for the lowest possible SWR. Obviously 
1:1 is ideal ... 1.5:1 or less should be achieved. 


If you can't get close to 1:1 SWR, then move the INDUCTANCE to the next 
higher setting and try again ... then the next lower setting and try 
again, until you get the lowest SWR. Record the settings of all three 
controls, as it will not change as long as you use the same transceiver 
and antenna configuration. Repeat for different bands or antennas. 


One check worth doing when you first do this is to insert your power 
meter BEFORE the antenna tuner (between transmitter and tuner) and 
record the power at 1:1 SWR. Now move the power meter AFTER the tuner 
(between tuner output and antenna) and measure the power again. The 
two powers should be fairly close. If for some reason you are showing 
very little power out (say you show 5W before the tuner and 1W after 
the tuner), it shows most of your power is being radiated by the 
antenna tuners inductor, that is, the inductor is sucking up most of your 
power, leaving little getting to the antenna. If this happens (and it 
CAN with certain antennas and inductor/capacitor settings on the tuner), 
then go to another INDUCTOR setting and tune for lowest SWR again, and 
check for the before and after powers again. This doesn't happen often, 


but it can, and it can take DAYS of calling CQ before you figure this 
out otherwise. (Yes, speaking from experience!). 


Hope this answers your questions and perhaps a bit of what is going on 
inside that "black box." GL and let us know how it tunes up with the 
tuner.

to save you some grief that I suffered before I knew much about tuners. 


If your tuner has a switched inductance (as opposed to continuously = 
adjustable inductance 

from a roller inductor), do NOT turn the inductance switch while you are = 
transmitting! Turn the 

switch to different settings ONLY while you are in the receive mode. 


The very high voltages inside the tuner during transmit can result ina = 
large damaging spark 

at the inductor switch terminals. This can damage the switch. Speaking = 
for myself,=20 

amateurs radio operators do not intuitively know this.

Hi Ed... you CAN get a 14 pin TLO84-it's a quad though. One thing that might 
help. I believe that many of the 14 pin dual op amps were arranged so that 
an 8 pin dual would work if placed in the right position in the ‘socket’.

PLEASE move to a clear frequency before actually transmitting and tune with 
the lowest power setting that will give you an SWR reading. 


Tune only for short periods of time (so that you can listen for anyone 
asking you to stop.) I have had many QSO's seriously interfered and in some 
cases completely lost by careless tuner uppers. 


An MFJ SWR analyzer makes a great tool for silent tuning and also for 
learning how to use a tuner without upsetting anyone, see if you can borrow 


one for a day or two. 


Once you are tuned, write down the ATU settings to speed up tuning the next 
time.

Much to my dismay, a drift problem has been noted when transmitting 
with the MS-15. 


I have discoved the main cause of this drift to be the D2 diode, 
which is in series with the bottom leg of the tuning pot. This diode 
was suppost to correct for temp drift, but in fact, makes it worse. 


The fix is simple, remove D2 and replace with a fixed resistor you 
select to limit the tuning to the desired min freq, 21.00 or 21.025 
as your case maybe. Moving the tuning diode, D1 to the bottom of the 
board also seems to help. These mods greatly reduce the amount of 
drift durring prolonged transmit. 


If you have a small (20 pfd) air variable cap and vernier dial, you 
can replace the diode tuning with the cap and eliminate all drift. 
Simply lift the end of L2 which goes to the tuning diode and jumper 
over to the air variable cap rotor. Ground the stator.

If your SWR meter uses silicon diodes, and many do, there is a substantial 
voltage drop, which can cause misleadingly low SWRs at lower power. 4 watts 
seems like enough, tho. It does seem odd to me, tho, that 2 meters would 
show the same error. Somewhat similar I could see, but there are so many 
SWR circuits around I'd be surprised to trip across 2 with the same circuit 
(and hence the same error) from different manufacturers. 


Do you perhaps have some component that can't take 80 watts? Is the change 
in SWR abrupt? (Depending on where it occurs, it could be the diode, or it 
could be something arcing). Mebbe with 80 watts you're melting the sneaux!

You probably have something close to the antenna, including the ground, that 
is becoming significant with the increased power. I have the same situation 


with a 2-meter J-pole. At 10 watts I get about 1.2:1. If I increase to 300 
watts the television antenna 20 feet away causes the SWR to increase to 2:1. 
How do I know it's the TV antenna? If I take the antenna down the SWR goes 

down to 1.2:1 at 300 watts. 


You might also have an insulator (or coax) that is breaking down with the 
higher voltage. Check your connectors as well. You might have a bad joint 
that doesn't show up until you increase the current through it. 


Hope this helps.
